Bob. Dole's 15 percent across-the- 
board federal tax cut witli a mem- 
ber of tlic. Concord Coalition, ivliich 
liad criticized Dale’s plan. 

Tlic debates never got beyond 
the conversation phase. Thorc 
were no angry voices. No bittci 
words. The veteran politician’s 
handling of the disagreements 
illuminates why people, even his 
political adversaries, just like 
Mike. He listens. 

<\lchougli rumors have circulat- 
ed that Crapo is thinking about 
running for the governorship in 
1998, he has done his best to. dis- 
pel those rumors. 

“I’ve strongly encouraged (Gov. 
Phil) Batt to run," he said. “And 1 
think he will.” 

There is too mucli unfinished 
bu-sinoss in Wa.shington, D.C., said 
Crapo, who i.s serving Ids second 
two-year term in the House. He is 
the deputy Western whip, and is 
poised to move higher in House 
leadership. 

“I’m in the middle of an oppor- 
tunity in Washington, D.C., to 
make a significant difference in 
the direction of our coimtry,” he 


Siiid. “For nearly 40 years we had 
one direction in Conm-css, tvhich 
was consistently in the direction 
of more govcmmcnc. We really 
. have n chance now to change that 
direction.” 

Cnllcaguos consider that to be 
the right decision. 

“I think he would be utilizing 
his talents bettor if he tvo|tld be 
gaining seniority in Congress,” 
said Republican state Son. John 
Hansen of Idaho Falls. “He's mov- 
ing up in leadership and I’d like 
to see him continue that. Frankly 
I think he’s well-positioned right 
where he is.” 

Crapo is able to understand 
complex issues, Hansen said. 
During his time in the state 
Senate, he dealt with telecommu- 
nications, water issues, and river 
protection legislation. 

His background and analytical 
■ skills would serve him well in 
dealing with upcoming national 
problems, Hansen said, such as 
tax reform, balancing the budget, 
and electrical utility deregulation. 

“We need the best and briglitest 
people we can find to craft solu- 
tions to those problems,” he said. 


“And Mike has that capability.” 

Balancing the budget is one of 
Crapo's top concerns, thougli he 
came under criticism last years 
for t^ng to protect a 52 imllion 
subsidy for overseas mink indus- 
try advertising. 

“Look at tliat,” he said, tvatch- 
ing the national debt dock when 
it stopped at the Capitol building 
in Boise in September. He 
stopped back to time the growtli - 
595,000 cvciy 10 seconds. 

A defender of presidential can- 
didate Bob Dole’s IS percent 
across-the-board tax cut, he says 
he would favor a flat tax. 

Water issues ore al^ tmponant 
to him, and he is ivriting a bill that 
would pve states more power over 
their water. Their authority, he 
said, has been whittled away by 
the Federal Energy Regulatory 
Commi.ssion, Wild and Scenic 
River legislation, and the 
Environmental Protection Agency. 

Crapo is down-to-earth, prefer- 
ring button-doivn shirts and jeans 
to suits and ties. He prefers to 
walk in parades rather than ride 
in die cusliioned comfort of a car. 
He’s never been outside the 


United States, -Canada or Merico. 
He’s liad the opportunity, he said, 
but passed it up so that he could 
spend time with his family 
iiistcad. 

He's a strong Mormon. If the 
church called him for a mission, 
he would give up his political 
career to go. 

“If they want me to be some- 
where tomorrow. I'll be there 
tomorrow,'' lie said. 

Unless that happens, or unless 
he decides to make a run at the 
Idaho Statcliouse, he'll have plen- 
ty of time to accomplish what he 
wants, said John Freemuth, a 
political science professor at. 
Boise State Universit^^. 

“He has that seat (in Congress) 
as long as lie wants it,” Freemuth 
said. “That's the most consen-a- 
tivc seat in die U.S.” 

He said he ivouldn’t rule out a 
Crapo bid for governor, especially 
if Democrats regain control of the 
House. S 

“It’s kind of heavy to be a com- 
mittee chairman and when your 
party is out of power, to be a rank- 
ing member of the minority 
party,” he said.

Democrats about running, they 
warned him how hard it would be 
to defeat the popular Crapo and 
“told him'hc’d'probablyloso; 

“He understood that," Mauk 
said. “But he had more confi- 
dence in himself than those of us 
that didn't know him." 

Seidl said he has never consid- 
ered defeat. 

‘Tve never thought I was going 
to lose,” he said; “Fye been real- 
istic about my chances, but I’m in 
this to win.” 

Since that time, Stallings has 
seen Seidl transform from a 
somewhat shy candidate hesitant 
to work the crowds to a much 
more savvy politiciuh. 


“He’s grown and matured,” 
Stallings said. “He’s only going to 
get better." 

Seidl says he’s learned more 
Tbout tfie system, about 
Idahoans, and about the differ- 
ence he can make. 

“It's a challenge to yourself, 
what you can accomplish,” he 
said. “It’s like learning a whole 
new business.” 

Stallings describes Seidl as a 
mbdenite.

sharp reductions in population 
growth or both, millions more 
people could starve in tlie early 
2000s. 

The main disagreement is over 
how much food the planet can 
yield. 

Xho-enviconmental-rcscarch- 
group Worldwatch said in a pes- 
simistic report last month that 
“food scarcity is emerging as the 
defining issue of a new era"- 
where future supplies will depend 
more on family planners than 
fishennen and fanners. 

But that’s not the way tho 
world’s agriculttual and fislicrics 
industries or international agri- 
culture researchers see it. 

“It’s totally untrue that.wc have 
reached the limit,” said Ismael 
Serageldin, World Bank vice pres- 
ident and chainnan of the world's 
largest international research 
consortium, knoivn as CGIAR. 

The Consultative Group on 
International Agricultural 
Research, with research labs 
around the world, issued its oivn 
optimistic report on the future pf 
world food production Sunday. 

“Despite some gloom and doom 
predictions, the world has the 
resources needed to feed thc'8 
billion-plus people who will be on 
Earth in 2025,” the report says. 
But it adds that this will require 
strong support for agricultural 
research. 

The report says CGIAR scien- 
tists in Africa, Latin America, 
Asia and elsewhere arc develop- 
ing “super rice,” wheat and cassa- 
va strains that can “break 
through the yield ceiling” and 
new fish varieties that can double 


the returns of small aquaculture 
farmers. 

CGIAR scientists are meeting 
this week in Washington with 
farmers, private business leaders, 
nongovernment organizations, 
government officials and multina- 
tional organizations to map out a 
_6iratogy-for-fecding*thO'World— 
into the no.\t century. It’s a pre- 
cursor to a world food summit 
naxt month in Rome.' 

^stcr R. Brown of Worldwatcli 
said talk of big breakthroughs in 
food production is “at best unpro 
^fessional and at worst irresponsi- 
:'hle,” because tlicre is no reason to. 
bt^eve science can match the dou- 
' bling and tripling of food yields 
tliat occurred since the 1950s. 

“It sounds as though another 
green revolution is in die making, 
and I think there's very Utile basis 
for that," Brown said. Tlie green 
revolution of tlie 19G0s and 1970s 
brouglit new grain varieties that 
dramatically increased svorldivide 
production and fed miUions. 

Now, Broivn said, the world fish 
catch has reached-its limit, and - 
the spreading cry for protein is 
straining limited agricultuhil land 
and draining tight fresh water 
supplies around the world. ^ ' 

The CGIAR report, claiming sci- 
entists’ work helped feed a billion 
more people since 1971, says 
there are a number of break- 
throughs on the horizon, and 
some will help the world’s poorest 
farmers.

New wildfires ignite, sweep

SAN BERNARDINO, Calif. 
(AP) — Two new wildfires cnipt- 
cd Sunday in SoutJiem Califoniia, 
killing one person and chasing 
people from their homes in the lat- 
est in a series of blazes that liavc 
destroyed more tlian 100 houses.

closest to a GOO-acrc fire just 
north of the city of San 
Bernardino. An undetermined 
number of people left their 
homes, said Lenore Will, a U.S. 
Forest Sennee spokeswoman. 

However, the wind died down 
when the flames got to within 
about a quarter of a mile from 
the houses, tlien shifted away 
from the nciglibtlrhoods. 


Fire officials bclicv'cd the blaze 
Avas started by a campfire. 

A fire near Rubidoux in 
Riverside County burned about 
175 acres of low scrub and grass 
Just north of Interstate 60, said 
Vance Persing, a spokesman for 
tile U.S.‘Forcst Service. The free- 
way remained open. 

One person was found dead 
inside the burning vehicle that was 
blamed for starting the Rubidoux 
fire.

BOISE (AP) - Judith Billings, 
Washington state’s superimcndem 
ofpiiblie instnjction, scoffed at her 
physician’s suggestion she be test- 
ed for the AIDS virus. 

It turned out positive; she had 
contracted the deadly virus during 
artificial insemination in the late 
1970s or early 1980s. 

“I guess that’s why we call it an 
equal opportunity disease," said 
Billings, who was the keynote 
speaker Friday at the annual Idaho 
HIV/AIDS Conference in Boise. 

Although she looked thin, she 


spoke energetically to a crowd of 
several hundred people. 

"I am living with AIDS," she 
said. “It is very imponant you hear 


it that way. I am living with ATDR j 
am not dying with AIDS." 

She talked about public apathy 
toward AIDS and about the need to 
educate children about the disease. 

Many people believe they arc 
invulnerable because they are not 
intravenous drug users, gays or 
sexually promiscuous heterosexu- 
als. Others tliink medical advances 
are taming the lethal \ttus. 

The truth, Billings said, is that 
AIDS hurts everyone. 

“All of us, one way or llie other, 
will be or are personally impaacd 
by AIDS,” she said. In 1994, a total 
of 39 states required ^YIDS educa- 
tion in public schools, Billings .said. 
Idaho is among the 39, but exactly 


what children arc taught is left up 
to each school distrin. 

“This generation holds in their 
hands the possibility of stopping 
HIV, through their behavioral' 
choices," Billings said. Meridian 
sdiool health tcndicr Wendy Spiers 
said parents, who needed to h^ it 
the most, wxrc not thctc. 

"1710 people we need to reach are 
the parents, so they trill allow us to 
■ teachintheschool^”shesaid 
Spiers spends two weeks teach- 
ing 8ih-graders about sexually 
transmiticd.discases, including 
/VIDS. In the abstinence-based cur- 
riculum, condoms are mentioned 
only in connection with their fail- 
tuc rate, she said.

Utah prisoners still missing 
after escape fromTexas prison 


SAN ANTONIO (AP) — Two 
conviaed Utah felons were still 
on the loose Sunday, two days 
after escapin g fro m a private 
rexaspTisbtiin FritTCounty. 

- The escapees were Raul 
Aguilera, 29, convicted of crimi- 
nal homicide in 1987, and Rcnaio 
Soto-Carrerra, 19, convicted for 
aggravated assault and posses- 
sion of a controlled substance in 
Februaiy 1995. 

The men turned up missing 
Friday night at the Dove' 
Detention C^ior in Pearsall dur- 
ing a routine bed check. They 
escaped chrouj^i a liolc they cut 
in a chain-link perimeter fence. 

Mike Abrego, dispatcher for 
the Frio County Sheriffs depan- 
ment, said Surfday that officers 
from the sheriff's department, 
assisted by the highway patrol, 
were following leads on the 
escapees and bclicv-cd they tvcrc 
still in the area. 

An official at the Pearsall 
detention center declined com- 
ment Sunday. 

Six other felons hgve escaped 
from Dove Development Corp. 
facilities in slightly more than a 
year. 

In October, 1995 three Utah 
inmates housed in Crystal City 
took off while on a work detail. 
A judge ruled that the men 
could not be convicted of 
escape since the prison was not 
affiliated with the Texas 
Department of Corrections. 

In January,' three Utah 
inmates fled the Pearsall facili- 


ty. They were recaptured in the 


“After the second escape, wo 
did an ins pec tion bccdn Se'we 
IkuI some obvious security con- 
cerns,” said Jack Ford, 
spokesman for the Utah 
Department of Corrections. 

One of the recommendations 
made to Greenville-based Dove 
Development was lo provide 
more secure perimeter fencing, 
Ford said. 

To alleviate overcrowding 
and avoid releasing felony 
inmates early, Utah began send- 
ing prisoners to Texas 14 
months ago. Officials rented 
about 100 beds in the Frio 
County and Crystal City facili- 
ties.

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Richard Jewell: From hero to suspect to example 


ATLANTA (AP) - Now 
cicorud of su^ipicion as an 
•Olympic terrorist, Richard 
Jewell wont from hero to sus- 
pect to an example of how iiiRh-, 
profile investigations can make 
an innocent man infamous. 

“He’s the perfect image for 
why we have the presumption 
of innocence." said Roy Black, 
the defense attorney who repre- 
sented William Kennedy Smith 
in his rape trial. “But to bo hon- 
est, this i.s one of those times 
that there is a wrong with no 
real remedy.” 

The beefy security guard’s 
life turned upside down when 
his name was leaked as a .sus- 
pect in the July 27 bomb blast 
at Centennial Olympic Park 
tliat killed one person and 
injured more than 100. 

Though he never was charged 
with a crime, Jewell became a 
virtual prisoner ns federal 
agents and reporters staked out 
the apartment he shares with 
his mother. 

A letter Saturday from feder- 
al prosecutors clearing Jewell 
of suspicion helps only .so much, 
hi s attorneys say. 

"Tliefe will alway.s be people 
out there who believe Richard 
is the bomber,” said Wayne 


Grant, one of several attorneys 
representing Jewell. “There 
will always be people who stare. 
There will always he wiiispers 
of recognition." 

Tliat controversy will make it _ 
difficult for Jewell to return to 
law enforcement, as he wants to 
do, Grant Siiid. 

His attorneys have threat- 
ened to sue news organiza- 
tions and reporters who they 
believe tried to make Jewell 
fit a profile of a bomber as 
possibly a former police offi- 
cer, military man or aspiring 
policeman seeking to become 
a hero. 

Joseph DiGenova, a former 
U.S. attorney who nuw works as 
a criminal defense lawyer in 
Wasliington, said both Jewell's 
lawyers and federal officials 
should focus now on finding 
who was responsilile for leaking 
Jewell’s name. 

“It is absolutely essential that 
(hey try and find out who 
leaked die fact that (his man 
allegedly fit some kind of 
bomber profile," he said. “It is 
that piece of information that 
put this man in the position he’s 
iriToday."* 

Federal investigators iiave 
been studying more than 200 


rolls of videotape and srill pho- 
tographs taken at the park near 
the time of the bombing, and 
also have started interviewing 
bomb victims again. 

. FBI spokesman Jay Spadafore 
declined to comment on the 
investigation Sunday. 

Jewell initially tvas hailed as 
a hero for alerting authorities to 
a su.spicious knapsack in the 
park and helping to evacuate 
the area. He also did numerous 
interviews, and that may. have 
made him an easy target for 
ins'cstigaiors. 

“Can you imagine the pres- 
sure that these guys are under 
trj-ing to soUaiabc^TWA bomb- 
ing, the Atlanta bombing and 
the Oklahoma City bombing?” 
Black said. “There's a great 
temptation to spin out a story 
(lint makes your side look 
good.” 

Newsweek magazine says in 
its Nov. 4 issue that It learned 
(hat affidavits used to obtain 
search warrants against Jewell 
relied largely on a psycholo&cal 
profile of Jetvell as an aspiring 
police officer and allegations 
that could have been chec ked 
without a warrant. 

Three days after the bomb- 
ing, The.. Atlanta Journal- 


Constitution reported that 
Jctvell tvas a suspect; its sources 
were not identified. Other news 
organizations pounced on the 
story and federal law enforce- 
ment sources said Jctvcll was at 
the top of their list of suspects 
and potential suspects. 

“They didn’t break it. They 
were fed it by the law enforce- 
ment people,” said Phil Meyer, 
who teaches media ethics at the 
University of North Carolina. 
“They ivere tools of the govern- 
ment. I don’t think they should 
feel particularly guilty about 
(hat. 

“Injustice is not unusual in 
our system. I don’t think any 
great new moral or legal princi- 
ples arc going to be formed out 
of this.” 

Ron Martin, editor-of the 
Journal-Constitution, declined 
10 comment. 

Any embairaitsmcnt from the 
leak may have only a temporary 
chilling effect on future law 
cnforccmcm leaks, DiGenova 
said. 

“You’re never going to stop 
leaks,” he said. “There’s always 
-fiPi-OS.*?. be somebody who vio- 
laics their oath' and acts unpro- ~ 
fcssionajly when these things 
happen.”

T he US. stock market us now en- 
jiniiigone of its greatest booms 
ever. Tlie Dow Jones industrial 
average raced past 6000 last 
week, less tluui a vear after it 
readied 5000 (Nov. 21. 1995) and les,s Uian 
a dec.ade after it hit 2000 (Jan. 8. 1987). 

Between 1921 and 1929, stock prices 
almost quadrupled; a similar rise oc- 
curred between 1949 and 1959. Thu pre- 
sent tripling of prices in a decade is com- 
parable. One measure of the surge i.s the 
market’s “capitalizaiion”: the value of all 
Its traded sliares. In 1986, this was SZ8 
trillion. It’s now roughly $10 trillion. 

The qi^iion is whether tlie boom is a 
speculative bubble or a sign of genuine 
economic gains, llic answer is: probably - 
both. Siwculation? Well, ygs. Stocks of 
many- high-tech companies have zoomed to 
wacky heights. Barron’s, die weekly finan- 
cial paper, recendy listed 30 high-flying 
slocks. Most were computer software 
firms. Tlieir price-eamings ratios ranged 
from a low of 55 to a high of 428. (TIic mar- 
ket’s average P/E ratio is ntnv 18; since 
19^. the average P/E has been alviut 74 1 
Economist Robert Sliiller of Yalt^ a 
specialist in finandal markets, believes 
that “popular culture” is driving the 
boom. “T’he general public has* got ten the 
idea that stocks always outperform other 
investments,” he says. People see the re- 
lentless rise in prices and can’t resist die 
market. Buying feeds on itself. 

If Sliiller is correct, tlie boom’s last 
chapter may be collapsing prices and em- 
bittered investors. But the collapse may 
never come, because the market’s rise 
plausibly stems from a stronger econo- 
my. Stock prices are today’s best guesses 


about the worth of tomorrow’s profits, 
and the outlook has brightened in the 
{w.st decade. Profits have ri.sen, and infla- 
tionary expectations have fallen. Here 
are the numbers. 

First, profits. Since 1987, corporate af- 
ter-tax profits have risen from 5132 bil- 
lion to a projected S280 billion in 1996. 
I’rofit margins have also increa.sed.. 
“’ITiere’s been a corporate renaissance,” 
says Abby Joseph Cohen, market strate- 
gist for Goldman Sachs. 

Based on raw profits, the market could 
have doubled since 1987. But the num- 
bers that the market watches are actually 
belter. Investors use profits per share as 
their basic benciimark, .and these have 
iibuiii 2.3 iliuc-s .since 198/, 1-or tlie 
Standard & Poor's index of 500 stocks, 
profits per sliare went from about S17 in 
1987 to an estimated 539 in 1996. Per- 
■ sfiare profits have risen faster because 
the number of shares has shrunk as a ro- 
siili of mergers and company buybacks of 
their own stock. In .short, a market rise of 
2.3 times since 1987 - from 2000 on the 
Dtiw to 4600 - Ciin be explained by higlier 
profits. 

Next, inflation. Profits are wortii more 
to investors if future inflation is reck- 
oned to bo low. Higlier inflation lnirt.s 


stocks. It raises interest rates and in- 
creases uncertainty. Investors shift funds 
into siiort-term deposits, long-term bonds 
or inflation hedges: gold, real estate and 
antiques. Infladonaiy expectations have 
dropped, becau.se inflation (about 2.5 
percent to 3 percent) is tame. The drop 
can explain a further rise in stocks of .al- 
most 30 percent: A jump from 4600 to 
nearly 6000 on the Dow. 

llie arithmetic isn’t .sciemific, merely 
.sugge.stive. Tlie market isn’t alw.ays a 
crazy casino. Some changes do make a 
rough .sort of sense. Prompted by lower 
inflation, Americans have diverted more 
savings-into stocks in search of higlier re- 
turns. In 198-t, households had only 8 per- 
cent of their net worth in stoclcs and mu- 
tual funds. In 1996, that's 23 percent. Aii 
aging baby boom has reinforced the pro- 
cess. "They’re moving into saring and in- 
vestment (for retirement)," says Cohen.' 

Coiien thinks the market is now fairly 
valued. Stocks will rise with profits, she 
contends. That could be 10 percent in the 
next year. Maybe - and maybe not. What 

to predict the future. For stock prices to' 
ctiniinuo rising now, the economy must 
remain placid. R might. But profits miglit 
also disappoint. So miglit inflation and 
interest rates. Sometime, there will be 
another recession. Stock prices have nev- 
er gone up forever, and tliey won’t now. 
But we ought not to confuse a drop - 
even a drop of 10 percent to 25 percent - 
with a crash. If this market crashe.s, it 
may be the lea.st of our worries.

2 sides anxious for Hebron deal 


JERUSALEM (AP) — U.S. 
envoy Dennis Ross shuttled 
between Jerusalem and the 
Palestinians’ Gaza Strip headquar- 
ters Sunday, tryins to finesse a 
deal to start an overdue Israeli 
svithdrawal from Hebron. 

With warnings of vnolence mul- 
tiplying from Jewish settlers in 
the West Bank town and from 
Islamic militants, both sides were

The guard rushed over and used his whip 
on them all," Frankl said. “Thus my 
thoughts were interrupted for a few min- 
utes. But soon my soul found its way 
back from the prisoner’s existence to 
another world, and I resumed talk with 
my loved one: I asked her questions, and 
she answered; she' questioned me in 
return, and I answered." 

' Throughout the punishing march, while 
enduring the inhumane treatment of the 
guards, Frankl continued to cling to the 
image of his wife. 

y“A thought crossed my mind,” he 
remembered. “I didn’t even know if she 

were still alive. I know only one thing 

which I have learned well by now: Love 

goes very far beyond the physical person 
of the beloved. It finds its deepe.st mean- 
ing in his spiritual being, his inner self. 
Whether or not he is actually present, 
whether or not he is still alive at all, ceas- 
es somehow to be of importance. ... Tliere 
was no need for mo to know (whether my 
wife was alive); nothing could touch the 
strength of my love, my thoughts, and the 
image of my beloved.” 

Frankl’s mind was seared with a pro- 
found lesson; It is in loving another from 
the deepe.st reaches of the soul that one 
can be "saved," perhaps not only by God, 
but momentarily from the ravagcs'of 
even the most horrific of experiences. 
For Frankl, life’s existence funnelcd 
down to its most meaningful and most 
precious commodity — deeply loving and 
' being deeply loved by anoc)\cr. Death 
itself was not to fear — it was no issue — 
the spiritual experience of loving tnm- 
' scended life itself. ' 

Seldom do we find ourselves in circum- 
stanccs.slmllar.io Frankl’s, in which, .fnc* • 
ing our qtvn mortality, >vc recognise from 
the depths of our own soul the soul of 
another — our beloved ^ — and contem- 
plate the worth of that relationship. 

For that reason, under the intense pres- 
sures of daily life, the quiet voice of the 
soulful relationship often remains unno- 
ticed, unlieard. Yet, it is at the soul level 
where we find the true meaning, not only 
of our relationships, but of our lives. 

How, then, within the ordinary circum- 
stances of our lives, do we take our rela- 
. donsiiips — our marriages — to the soul 
• levcl? Our foremosrchallenge; said 
Thomas Moore, author of “Soul Mates,” 
is to begin viewing our relationship as 
having, at its core, two people, whose 
I souls are in the process of unfolding and 
weaving together many different strand 
of themselves. 

When we marry, we are not only link- 
ing our lives to another individual, we 
are offering to each other “the opportuni- 
ty to enter, explore, and fulfill essential 
notions of who we are and who we can 
be.

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TWIf{ FALLS — One of the most com- 
mon surgical scars is becoming q little 
less ugly. 

Appendectomy, the surgical removal 
of the appendix, has become simpler 
and safer, and surgeons have more 
options available. 

A popular alternative is a relatively 

- new technique called laparoscopy: — 

Dr. Jolui Shuss, a general surgeon at die 
Tirin Falls Clinic and Hospital, said the 
advantage of the procedure is that there 
are three small indsions, ratlier dian one 
that can be fairly long in an adult. 

The patient gets to go home sooner, 
Shuss said, has less postoperative pain 
and can return to work sooner. 

The hospital stay is usually very short, 
and most people remm to regular actiri- 
ty fairly quickly. 

Although -Shuss generally uses 
laparoscopy to rem'ove an infected 
appendix, he doesn’t when the patient is 
a cliild — especially a boy with typical 
symptoms of appendicitis. 

. There are different laparoscopic tech- 
niques, and Shuss uses what’s called an 
open approach. He makes a tiny incision 
in the navel, goes througli subcutaneous 
tissue to the fascia (the strong structure 
that holds the abdominal wall together), 
and puts in a cannula (tube) through 
which he fills the abdomen with cajboh 
dioxide. 

Tlie gas is used to lift the abdominal 
wall away from the underiying organs, 
and provides a space where the surgeon 
can \vork. 

The laparoscope itself is a long metal 
lens system to which a miniaturized tele- 
vision camera can be attached. The sur- 
geon watches its progress on a TV 
screen. 

With the laparoscope, he can watdi as 
JitjlJI'hiri inserted. Through

“And each time you fire it, it 
puts six staple lines iii, three on a side, 
and divides the tissue in the middle.” 

Shuss uses a special sack to remove 
the appendix from the abdomen. He 
then irrigates the area, makes sure 
there is no bleeding, and doses the ind- 
sion. ...... 

_ Appendi^citis is harder to diagnose 
in women because of the other organs 
in the area. So there’s an advantage in 
using laparoscopy to examine the 
uterus, tubes and ovaries, which can 
cause pain that simulates appendici-- 

Another Twin Falls surgeon. Dr. 
Stephen Schmid, agrees that at times 
this can be a diagnostic dilemma. 

He generally removes an appendix by 
using a standard three-inch incision. But 


Attof Deborah Jeffery had laparoscopic surgery to 
pain then what sho anticipated, 
when he’s unsure whether a woman’s 
abdominal pain is caused by appendici- 
tis, he uses laparoscopy to take a look. 

If it turns out to be appendicitis, he 
also removes the appendix laparoscopi- 
cally. 

Deborah Jeffery, 38, of Twin Falls 
presented just such a puzzle last 
month. Sho felt nauseated for a couple 
of days, then woke up-ftith a severe 
pain in her side — the classic symp- 
toms of appendicitis. 

After two days in the Clinicunder- 
going-tests, Jeffery had exploratory 
laparoscopic surgery. She was told 
ahead of time that if the problem 
turned out to be an infected appendix, 
it would be removed. 

. Her appendix came out and so did her 
right ovary, which had five cysts on it. 

Jeffery said she has had a number 
of surgeries, and that there was less 
pain after the laparoscopy.

John Shuss, a Twin Falls surgeon. 
“It’s rarer — althougli it does occur — 
in young children, and it also becomes 
less likely as the patient ages, 
although it can occur at almo.st anv 
age.” 

Some scientists think the appendix, 
which has little apparent purpose in 
humans, is a vestige of an earlier organ. 

But sometimes it can be a pain. 

- Appendicids begins as a generalized 
abdominal pain, Twin Falls .surgeon Dr. 
Stephen Schmid c.xplained. Within 12- 
24 hours it w-ill begin to concentrate in 
the right lower quadrant of the 
abdomen — the pain is constant, rather 
than cramps, and it may be accompa- 
nied by vomiting and diarrhea. 

Schmid said when the patient seeks 
medical help, his blood is checked to 
see whether the white count is elevat- 
ed. He may or may not have a fever. 

Shuss said .symptoms can vary from 
vague abdominal pain to the classic 
variety, combined with decrease in 
appetite and a marked tenderness in 
the lower right abdomen.

■ clinical diagnosis — meaning that you 
cannot diagnose this specifically witli 
laboratory or X-ray tests, that it 
remains a diagnosis of judgement by 
a surgeon, ".Schmid .said.

Despite symptoms that suggest 
appendicitis, Shuss said about 15 per- 
cent of appendixes that are removed 
turn out to be normal.

They include perforation, gangrene 
nnd,.worst of all, peritonitis — a verj- 
dangerous generalized infection of 
the abdominal cavity. 

Shuss-said severe abdominal pain 
that lasts longer than about six hours 
needs to be evaluated. 

Usually after the patient has had 
appendicitis for more than 24 hours, tlie 
risk of rupture becomes greater, 
Schmid said.

Mutant virus’ effect on tumors 

A mutant version of a relatively 
harmless virus may be useful as a new 
way to treat cancer. 

Adenoviruses arc a family of virusc.s 
that can cause relatively mild respira- 
tory infections in people. 

Mutant versions of the virus that 
•lack a gene called ElB can’t hurt nor- • 
mnl human cells. 

However, if the cells themselves 
lack a gene known as pS3, then the 
viral mutants can.lnv’adc the cells and 
kill tliem. 

This last fact may have therapeu- 
tic importance, for in about half of 
human cancers cells lack p53. 

Frank McCormick and colleagues 
at ONYX Pharmaceuticals in 
Richmond, Calif., grew cervical can- 
cer undet the skin of laboratory 
mice. 

The cancer cells they used lacked 
p53. In a study reported in the jour- , 
nal Science, the researchers then 
injected the tumors with mutant ade- 
novirus. 

The treatment shrank most tumors 
and caused GO percent of them to ' 
disappear. 

The mice suffered no serious side 
effects from the mutant virus. 

Brain cell wannabes 

, Some of our brain cells may have 
tendencies to go native,

and brain damage caused by stroke, 
Salk Institute scientists report in the 
journal Nature, 

The researchers found that imma- 
ture cells transplanted from one 
pan of rat brains to another became 
like other cells in their new loca- 
tion.

The warning is important because 
more than 1 million women world- 
wide, including 810,000 in the 
United States, have turned to the 
drug for help in (renting osteoporo- 
sis. 

The drug, marketed under the 
brand nnmc'Fqsamax, has been on thc— 
market for a year.

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Exercise may reduee risk of Glaucoma 


WASinNGTON (AP) — From l 
stationary bike in an exercise 
' room at his neighborhood aquat- 
ics center, Dick Bocci can keep 
an eye on the people in the pool. 

Watching the people is not 
important to Bocci; he simply 
wants to continue to sec. 

The 54-year-oId McMinnville, 
Ore., man says regular exercise 
has reduced pressure inside his 
eye — and thus the risk' that he- 
will contract glaucoma. 

There are doubters — among 
them, glaucoma sufferer Kirby 
Puckett. The disease ended his 
major league baseball career. 

But Boed believes in the value of 
■excrd.se. ‘T\’e been doing it since 

1987,’’ he said. “I ssvear by it." 

Bocci rides 30 minutes, three 
times a week, at a moderately 
strenuous 142 heartbeats a 
, minute as part of a program set 
up by his doctor, Michael S. 
Passo, an assistant professor of 
ophthalmoloj^ at Oregon Health 
Sciences University in nearby 
Portland. 

Passo found that regular aero- 
bic exercise seems to reduce the 
elevated pressure that is associat- 
ed with the vision-destroying eye 
condition. His research was pre- 
_ pared for presentation at the 
/Tmencari Academy of 
Ophthalmology's annual meeting 
in ChicagoOct.27-31. 

Glaucoma can develop when 
the fluid that supplies nutrients 
to the interior of the eye builds 
up, putting higher pressure on 
the optic nen'c. Bocci was consid- 
ered at ri.sk of developing glauco- 
ma because he had a pressure 
reading of 23, when it sTtould 
have been no more than 20. Since 
he has been exercising, he has 
been maintaining a pressure of 
18-19, ho said. 

Aerobic axercise, induding bik- 
ing and walking, can help patients 
with glaucoma, those who are 
showing tendencies to develop 
glaucoma and Uiosc'who arc sim- 
- ply predisposed by genetics to be 
at risk, Passo said. How exercise 
helps'is not knovm, but the effect 
seom.s to bo similar to the lower- 
ing of blood pressure that also 
results from regular aerobics. 

.Passo found reductions in eye 
pressure of 10-20 percent among

After more than two decades 
of record improvement, deaths 
from unintentional injuries are 
climbing again in the United 
States, according to a report 
released by the National Safety 
Council last week. 

The non-profit safety group 
noted that fatal injuries 
increased overall for the third- 
straight year, rising by 8 per- 
cent from a low in 1992. 

“Now that we have the third 
increase in a row, it gives us 
cause for great concern,” said 
council president Jerry 
Scanncll. “We need to redouble 
our injury-prevention efforts. 
The major issue is'highway safe- 
ty, particularly fatal drunk-dri- 
ving injuries.” 

He urged individuals to 
always wear scat belts and ' 
always avoid drinking when dri- 
ving. 

He also said governments 
need to increase their enforce- 
ment-efforts in traffic safety 
and consider new legislation to 
make roads safer. 

The report found fatalities on 
the road, in the home, at work 
and in public places reached 
93,300 in 1995, a 2 percent 
increase from 1994.

“At the imiment, there i.s noth- 
ing to suggest any imminent erup- 
tive activity at Mount St. Helens," 
.said Ed Wolfe, n volcanologist at 
the Cascades Volcano Observatory 
in Vtmeouver. 

It has been .so tame that fellow 
volcanic peak Mount Rainier — 
because of its potential to send 
giant mudflow.s cascading down 
populated valleys — has moved up 
to No. 1 on the volcano hazard li.st. 

Mount St. Helens' most dc.stntc- 
nVe blowup occurred on May 18, 
1980, when 57 people were killed 
and 230'squarc mile.s of forest 
were leveled, llie pressure of the 
eruption sent a cloud of ash cir^. 
cling ihe'globc and caused more 
than $1 billion in damage and 
cleanup cost.s, 

“A big blast and landslide arc 
unlikely and tliere is less ice and 
snow available (on die mountain’s 
flanks) to generate lahars (mud- 
flows) as dicre were in 1980. So for 
the lime being it is not ;is tlu-caten- 
ing." Wolfe said. 

But like many naturally-occur- 
ring phenomena, the s'olcano’s lade 
of activity is nothing to be compla- 
cent about. 


The volcano is continuing to 
■ grow, .slowly heading for a future 
eruption. 

Slow-moving lava is-continuousl}' 
making its way to the surface 
tluuugli a pipe-like conduit. I'herc 
it cools, contracts and hardcn.s.

Former mayor, Utah governor Lee laid to rest 


SALT LAKE CITY (AP) — J. 
Bracken'Lce, the anti-big govern- 
ment maverick who spent 32 years 
ns Utah’s governor and mayor of 
Price and Salt Lake, has been laid 
to rest at age 97. 

/\bout 300 mourners gathered 
Saturday to hear his family remi- 
nisce about his private side and 
political associates echo his long- 
held poUdcol motto: 

“Do it honestly, do tlic best you 
can and let them holler." 

' Lee died on Oct. 20 in Salt Lake 
City, 24 years after he retired as 
Salt Like City mayor to live out his 
life quietly tvitli Ills family. 

Former gubernatorial aide 
Harold Simpson and polidcol pun- 
^dic Desmond Barker cacit spoke of 
'Lee's controversial and influendal 
. polidcal.carccr, cracking his.risc 
from the mayor of Price, tluougli 
Ids years in die governor's mansion 
to his retirement from Salt Lake 
City's helm. He wds mayor for 12 
, years in eadi dty, wiili eiglit years 
as govemor in between. 

'Oiose who remembered Lee on 
Siiturday agreed thqt he epitomized 
die Utali political independent. 

Lee became the first Republican 
to win Utah’s govemorslup in 24 
years when he busted incumbent 
Herbert Maw-in 1948. He was one 
of just two Republicans nation- 
wide to win gub^atorial clecdons 


posidons. He also ait employment 
at the state level. 

Lee first landed in political olficc 
in 1935 when he was eleaed Price 
maj-or by two votes, Barker said. 

During ,his tenure in the 
Depresaon-cra mining town, Lee was 
criticized for allowing gambling, 
liquor and (irostitudon to thrive there. 
But he answered his critics, said 
Barker, vriili this oedo: “It is' better to 
permit it and control it tiion have it go 
underground and comipicd." 

As govemor, he made national 
headlines for tlircatcning to vrith- 
hold his income taxes because he 
oppo.scd policies in Korea and for 
publicly criticizing policies of 
President Eisenhower, the leader 
of Ids own Republican Party. 

Lee made enemies of public 
..employees and teachers because hc- 
opposed expansion of state budgets, 
wludi included employee pay rais- 
es. But Ids administration saw many 
improvement^ including up^ding 
and modernizing die state higim-ay 
and road sj-stem and consolidating 


the prison system at the Point of die 
Mountain near Draper. 

Lee’s son Richard remembered 
his fadicrispoliticd passion endured. 

In 1985, when Lee was he was 

repairing his roof when he slipped 
off Uie roof and broke his Itip. 

"He blamed die federd govern- 
ment,” said his son. “He said if 
they hadn’t changed the employ- 
ment laws there would have been 
someone he could have hired to do 
the job on a Saturday." 

His relatives also remembered a 
compassionate, tender 'father and 


grandfather whose face brightened 
at the sigitt of his grandchildren 
and grcat-gnmdchil^cn. He is sur- 
vived by five children, 19 grand- 
children, 23 grcai-granddiiidren 
and five grcat-great-pandchildrcn. 

Die last tliird of ids life, the pri- 
vate years after his rciirement 
from politics, bumlslicd Ills funda- 
mental charaacr of honesty, kind- 
ness and strength, said grand- 
daughter Ann Osder. 

“He often looked literally radi- 
ant to us as we v-isited liim in the 
last few years,” she recalled.

Oddly enough, ten years earlier the Idaho legislature carved out an 
cxceplion to the common law rule for children born oul-of-vvcdiock who 
obl.un palemily support orders during the lifriimcof the obligor-patent. 

Caution: a legal challenge lo the constiiuiionalily of this seeming 
'dislinciton without a dincrence' may result in the Idaho Supreme Coun 
extending the statutory right to make estate claims to all children. Ocllcr 
practice: parents with supporl.obllgaiions should seriously consider life 
irrsur jnee tor Ihc future support of their children.

Tiny sub can dive 
mbi^han 3,0DDTt7

MONTEREY, Calif. — It’s not a bird, 
it’.s not a plane and it’s not Superman. 

But Deep Flight I, unveiled this week 
trith international fanfare at Monterey 
Bay Aquarium, is a sparrow of a one-per- 
son experimental research submarine 
tiiat looks and operates like an airplane. 

Pilot and designer Graham Hawkes. 
A7, a British-boro engineer and ocean 
explorer, wore a blue jumpsuit as he 
demonstrated his latest invention 
before dozens of reporters, photogra- 
phers and visiting dimtarics. 

“I don’t think we have everyone here 
who’s important to ocean exploration, 
-but-wo-liave-a-quorum,-”-Hawkes- 
quipped as he looked over the crowd 
^fore squeezing into the narrow, 14-foot- 
long, ll/2-ton submersible — officially, 
it's a hydro acrobadc ninged craft. 

He was strapped into the craft, lying 
on a couch contoured to accommodate 
his body. A television camera was 
attached to the hull. 

After his ic.st run, Hawkes said,'“l feel 
I'm testing a Ferrari in a go-kart track.” 

Hawkes, who operates Hawkes Ocean 
Technologies in San /Vnscimo, will spend 
llie next several months testing the swift 
submersible in Monterey Bay. ITie craft is 
capable of descending 3,300 feci below 
the surface. 

Hawkes has already dci'clopcd plans for 
Deep Flight Fs successor, a submersible in 
which he plans to explore the Mariana 
Trench, sei-en miles bdoiv the ocean sur- 
face in the ivestcm Pacific, near Guam. 

With thrce-fifUis of the Eanh covered 
by oceans, most of the globe is “a habi- 
tat that still remains unexplored and 
inaccessible,” said Julie Packard, the 


aquarium’s executive director. 

“ Wc con sail the oceans at will, and wc 
fish there — but not much more.” 
Hawkes said. 

Hawkes sold a beloved Jaguar for 
seed money to develop Deep Flight I. 
which is made of lightwciglit acrylic with 
a plexiglass bubble in from for the pilot. 

Making maximum use of volunteers 
and aided by I'arious grams, Deep Fligiit I 
u'as buUt at a cost of nboqt $250/X)0, said 
Sylvia Earle, the chief sdemist on tlic pro- 
ject and a noted ocean explorer. Earle, 
who is divorced from Hawkes, was former- 
ly chief sdendstifor the National Oceanic 
and Atmospheric Administration. 

She sold about $7 million is needed to 
-build Deep Flighrltwhich Irio be-con-"” 
struacd of ocramic materials developed by 
the Navy to withstand deep ocean pressure 

Hawkes has designed more than 70 
percent of all mann^ submcrsiblcs and 
more than 300 remote-operated sub- 
marines. The vehicles arc used by 
researchers and industry worldwide. 

In 198S, he set a world record for a 
solo ocean dive in one of his sub- 
mersible designs, the Deep Rover, 
reaching a depth of 3,000 feet. . 

Bruce Robison, senior scientist with 
the Monierey'Bay Aquarium Research 
Institute, is familiar with the Deep 
Rover, having piloted one 1 1 years ago. 

Deep Rover was capable of traveling 
at "two knots, with the pedals to the 
metal,” be said. 

In addition to allowing scientists to - 
explore unchartcred ocean depths, 
Robison said Deep Fli^t U able to trav- 
el at speeds sue times as fast os the Deep 
Rover (a little over 9 mph), will give 
researchers “legs to explore a vast 
amount of tcrriioiy.”

FORT DUCHESNE, Utah — The search 
for answers to one of science’s greatest 
questions has led millionaire Robert M. 
Bigelow to im isolated cattle ranch in the 
'heart of east(um'Dtah’sUihtah'Basii£ 

Here.- far from the bright lights of his 
native Las Vegas, the real estate mpg- 
riate hopes his team of scientists can 
unearth the roots of UFO folklore preva- 
lent in this region since the 1950s. 

Bigelow, easily the most prominent 
American financier in the paranormal 
research field, is convinced there is 
something to the weird stories told by 
the family of Teny Sherman. ' 

Last July, the Shermans broke years of 
silence and went public with bizarre 
tales of strange lights and UFOs on their 
480-acre ranch. 

Sherman said he and other members 
of his family had seen lights emerging 
from circular “doonvays” that seemed to - 
appear in mid-air, had three cows 
strangely mutilated and several others 
disappear. The rancher also reported 
unusual impressions in the soil and cir- 


cles of flattened grass in a pasture.
